‘The gang apparently knew the 
exact layout of the kibbutz and its 
routine, specifically that at break- 
fast time the night and dawn alert 
would be likely to be relaxed, Their 
hippy dress enabled them to look as

It 18 fairly certain they entered 
the building in Shamirs apiary 
where the honey 16 processed and 
packed, and finding the two women, 
Mrs. Mor and Mrs. Galil, simply 
shot them dead.

Germans arrest fourth Arab; 
see plot against soccer tourney

BONN. — West German police yes- 
terday announced the arrest of the 
fourth Arab within a week as an 
apparent terrorist plot emerged to 
hit Israel and German facilities dur- 
ing the World Soccer Cup champion- 
ship games which opened in Frank- 

furt yesterday. (See page 5) 

Police in Heitelberg, about 85 
kilometres south of Frankfurt, said 
they had arrested Riad Shurbari, a 
Jordanian, on Wednesday on “urgent 
suspicion” of belonging to a ter- 
rorist commando sent to attack 
sports stadiums where the soccer 
play-offs are being held. 

Heidelberg officials said Shurba- 
ris group was also suspected of 
planning attacks on the Israel Em- 
passy in Bonn and in other West 
Buropean countries, as well as on 
ἘΠ ΑἹ aircraft. 

In Saarbrueken, near the French 
border, public prosecutor Wilt Noss 
said on Wednesday night that a 
young “Palestinian” arrested there 
the same day was alao thought to 
be a member of a terrorist group 

planning 2 “spectacular attack” on 
a West German athletic stadium. 

Noss said the man’s group also 
wanted to strike at the Israel Em- 
bassy and δὲ EI Al Airlines. There 


was no Official confirmetion that 
Shurbari and the unidentified maz

But the fact the two Arabs were 
linked with plans to attack similar 
targets strongly suggested an exten- 
sive terrorist action was under way 
which might not be limited to West 
Germany. 

Noss was unwilling to disclose 
further details, but he said police 
were concentrating their investiga- 
tlons on the West German states of 
North Rhine-Westphalia, where the 
capital of Bonn, with the Israel Em- 
bassy, Is located, as well as Baden 
Wuerttemberg and Saarland 

Also on Wednesday, two “Palesti- 
mians"” apparently headed for Scan- 
dinavia were taken into custody for 
deportation in Hamburg, where 
they had been picked up by police 
during a routine check Officials said 
one of the pair had a Danish pass- 
port, with the photo taken out, and 
Fatah Identification documents. 

German security officials were on 
edge as the world soccer champion- 
Ships got under way amid numer- 
ous reports of planned terrorist at- 
tacks and other demonstrations dur- 
ing the games which are taking 
place in nine different stadiums 
throughout the country until July 7. 
Officials say they have taken ex- 
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tensive security precautions but that 
they cannot guarantee absolute 
safety during the mammoth soccer 
contest to which hundreds of thou- 
sands of German and foreign soccer 
fans will flock in the coming month. 

Much of the uneasiness here 
stems from the bitter memories of 
the 1972 Black September attack 
on Israel's Olympic team in Munich 
and the ensuing massacre of 11 
Israel athletes. 

Last Monday, West Berl justice 
officials deported to Cairo two con- 
victed Arab terrorists who were still 
serving jail sentences in the city 
for planned bombings of Israel and 
other buildings. Officials made clear 
that the fear of attempts to free the 
pair during the world cup toume- 
ment was 4 factor in their release. 

On the eve of the opening of the 
tourney yesterday, a bomb exploded 
in the Chilean consuiste in West 
Berlin, seriously damaging the build- 
ing and causing’ minor injuries to at 
least one person. Chile’s team is 
taking part in the championship 
play-offs here.

Iraq had plan 
to ‘free’ Golan 


BAGHDAD (UPI). — Iraq planned 
an overall offensive last October 23 
to liberate the Syrian Golan Heights 
which had been occupied by Israel 
in the Yom Kippur war, the offi- 
cial Iraq News Agency reported 
‘Wednesday. 

Quoting a confidential report en- 
dorsed ‘by the National Congress of 
the ruling Arab Ba'th Party, the 
e@gency said the Syrian Government 


demanded the offensive be postpo- peri 


ned and accepted a cease-fire on 
October 24. ‘ 

Iraq has been strongly opposed 
to U.S. peace efforts in the Middle 
Bast, and the disclosure of its 
party's effort came on the day 
President Nixon began a tour of 
several Middle Eastern countries. 
Iraq is not included in the Presi- 
dent’s itinerary. 

During the war, the Baghdad 
Government dispatched aircraft, ar- 
mour and infantry to help the Sy- 
rian armed forces against Israel 
These were withdrawn after Syria's 
acceptance of the cease-fire. 

The Iraqi state-controlled press 
has been persistently attacking 
Nixon's visit and Secretary of State 
Henry ‘Kissinger’s peace efforts in 
the area.

CIA. goes 
to court 
on book 


WASHINGTON (AP). 
Central ‘Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) has gone to unusual 
lengths to disavow itself from 
any conclusions of a book about 
the CIA written by a former 
top CLA employee. 

The ‘book contends the agency 
has become unduly obsessed with 
clandestine operations and has 
become an arm of the. presi- 
dency. 

The CIA issued a statement on 
Wednesday night, the first pre- 
pared ep in the memory of 
veteran Washington newsm 
which said that in reviewing 
books about its operations its 
“role bas been solely to identify 
classified information learned by 
the ex-employee during his em- 
ployment.” 

That statement was 
at variance with a decidne to 
U.S. District Judge Albert V. 
Bryen Jr., who held that in the 
case of the current book the 
agency had failed to prove that 
most es the CLA wanted 
deleted had ‘been properly classi- 
fied secret. F ‘ 

Judge Bryan's decision has 
‘been appealed by the Govern- 
ment. The authors, Victor Mar 
chetti and John Ὁ. Marks, and 
publisher, Alfred A. Knopf, are 
appealing that none of the pass- 
ages should be kept out. 

As a resutt, the first edition 
of “CIA and the Cult of Intelli- 
gence” is being printed without 
certain passages that the Federal 
Judge said may properly ‘be pub- 
lished. 

Marchetti, a former top em- 
ployee of the CIA, lost an earlier 
court case when he projected 
writing 2 factual book about the 
CIA. He was enjoined permanent- 
ly from writing anything about 
the agency if it was classified 
and he learned it while in CLA 
employ, without prior agency 
clearance. 

Once the ‘book was written, he 
and his publisher went to court 
again and won a ruling from 
Judge Bryan that the CIA had 
improperly classified as nent

Sufficient evidence has accumu- 
lated over-the years to support the 
view that Israel's national carrier 
is entitled to the protection it 
needs to remain potentially opera- 
tive to its utmost capacity at all 
times, and that it should ‘be as- 
sured a reasonable rate of de- 
velopment. In times of crisis the 
country can fully depend only on 
El Al for speedy and totally re- 
liable communications with the 
outside world, The question remains 
whether the maintenance of Ei 
Al's efficiency and growth rate 
are incompatible with a more lib- 
eral approach to expanding Israel's: 
tourist trade by all feasible means 
— and these must include charter 
flights. 

The Tourism Ministry, which is 
directly involved in the business, 
comtinues to press for charters and 
has assigned two Huropean re- 
search organizations — which it 
has described as “well-known” but 
declines to identify — to conduct 
a study on the advisability of char- 
ter operations both with regard to 
their profitability and thelr effect 
on Israel's economy. 

Tourism Minister Moshe Kol says‘ 
he 15 second to none in desiring a 
healthy and growing national air 
carrier, but he questions whether all 
that is good for El Al is necessari- 
ly good for the Israeli economy.

The official charge was one of 
petty hooliganism, but the real 
reason was to keep him inactive. 

By the autumn of 1972, many 
famous names in the theatre and 
film world had become extremely 
angry about the treatment of Panoy 
and his wife.
